Claim Rejections 

1 . Due to Applicant's amendment to tine claims submitted on 20 August 2008, the 
rejection of claims 1 3 and 1 7-22 under 35 USC 1 1 2 has been withdrawn.

3. Claims 11 and 13-25 are allowed.
